‘Lower Rates For Livestock In Quan- 
tities Less Than Full Carload 
Reduced freight rates for the move- 

ment of livestock in quantities less 


_ than full carloads are being establish- 


ed by the railways, according to an . 
announcement made by the Canadian 

Freight Association. Heretofore a 

livestock shipper has been required 

to ship or pay for 20,000 Ibs. in the 
case of cattle, and 16,000 Ibs. in the 
case of hogs and: sheep in order to 

ship under the carload rates. 

‘The new schedule will provide for 
additional rates subject to minimum 
weights of 12,000 lbs. and 6,000 Ibs.- 
in the case of cattle, and 11,000 Ibs. 
and 6,000 Ibs. in the case of hogs and 
sheep. The rates for the smaller car 
lots are somewhat higher than for the 
full cars, but they will give the ship- 
per, who has not. sufficient stock 
available to make up full cars, an op- 
portunity of getting the smaller quan- 
tities to the markets by rail.

The bark “Coriolanus,” once “Queen 
of the Jute Clippers,” has sailed for 
Bath, Me., to be fitted out in the same 
powerful square rig in which she es- 
|tablished a sailing record between 
London and Calcutta years ago. 
Refitted, the then full rigged clip- 


| per ship will sail out of Boston to 
-again engage in trade with Africa. 


She has sailed under six flags over 
the seven seas. Her prow has churned 
waters of the Arctic and the tropics 


and she has survived hurricanes and 


fire at sea to become last of the old 
New England clipper ships still in 
service. 

A syndicate headed by C. Nelson 
Rogers of Boston recently purchased 
her and she will return to that port 
immediately after her new spars have 
stepped into place at the Bath Iron 
Works, Bath, Me. At Boston she will 
|take on a cargo for a trading voyage 
to Africa. 

She was built at Dumbarton, ‘Scot- 
| land, in 1876, and was awarded a gold 
medal by the Honorable Shipwright's 
Guild of London for the most beau- 
tiful lines of any clipper ship then 
afloat. The “Coriolanus’ established 
a record of 69 days between London 
and Calcutta and the record has nev- 
er been lowered by a sailing ship.

Domirion 
parliament which closed on May 26th 
last. Many of them are of first class 
importance, and a perusal of the re- 
cord will give a fair indication of the 
manner in which the interests of ag- 
riculture and of the masses of the 
people of Canada have been kept to 
the front during the session by our 
representatives. The report of course 
contains only a partial picture giving 
but a slight indication of the work 
which was done in the House ‘and in 
the various Committees. © 

Mr. Spencer’s eleventh annual re- 
port. follows: 


1...Right Relationship of Prices, and 
Relationship of Prices as Between 
Producer and Consumer. — These res- 
olutions contain in effect a strongly 
worded protest against the unfair 
price relationship which exists as hbe- 
tween the goods which the farmers 
produce, and those which they -must 
purchase, suggesting that this condi- 
tion is due in part to our fiscal policy, 
and that this should be met either by 
reducing tariffs _upon manufactured 
goods or by some system of price fix- 
ing within the country. The possible 
effect of watered stock is also referr- 
ed to as a factor in the situation. 
The Prime Minister reminded us 
that price fixing is a matter for the 
Provinces. The subject of watered 
stock, the Government claimed, - had 
been givén consideration, but they 
would need the co-operation of the 
Provinces before any good could be 
accomplished.

Farm Home South of Ribstone is 
Scene of Fatal Shooting 

At five a,m. on Monday, John W. | 

Peterson, who resides with his father | 


Mrs. Roy Whyte was a visitor in|and married brother on. their farm a 


\few miles south of Ribstone, while 
going to’ the barn to commence the 
daily chores, was shot in the back by 
a high powered .22 rifle in thé hands 
of a man named Hearne, who had 
been employed on a farm some two 
miles distant. 

There were no eye witnesses of the 
tragedy, but it. is presumed that as 
the first shooting did not stop the 
victim, his assailant fired again, this 
itime the bullet striking Peterson in 
lthe neck and rendering him uncon- 
scious. ; , 
The attacker must then have picked 
jup: the body from the ground and, 
| carrying it to a nearby pig pen; 
thrown ‘his victim over the ra‘ls of 
|the..enclosure. He then immediately 
went to the Peterson barn and fired 
a bullet into his own head near the 
right eye, the body being found in 
jone of the horse stalls. 

Hearing the shooting, Ernest: Peter- 
son, the brother, rushed from. the 
house. and found Hearne in the barn. 
After a short search he also found 
his brother lying in the pig pen and 
j immediately raised an alarm. Dr. 
York, of Provost, and the R.C.M.P. 
were at oncé notified, and were quick- 
ly at the farm, and Peterson was 
rushed ‘to Provost hospital.’ Hearne 
was too dangerously wounded to make 
the trip, and although medical help 
was rendered him at the Peterson 
{home he passed away a few hours 
later, 
| The victim is progressing fairly 
favorably now, it being found that he 
had received shots in the liver and 
back and also through one side of his 
neck. 
the circumstances surrounding the oc- 
currence are being gone-into by the 
R.C.M.P.,. and an inquest has been 
ordered. It is rumored that jealousy 
over a 15-year-old daughter. of a 
farmer neighbor may: have started the 
trouble.
